~ A-remarkably clear survey of Northern 
Ireland’s economic position ‘was given by 
the Right Hon. H. M. Pollock; ‘Minister 
for Finance in Sir James Craig's Cabinet, 
at á meeting of the Ballymoney Chamber 
of commerce yesterday, Northern Ireland 
is regarded popularly as an “industrial” 
community, in contradistinction to the Free 
State, which is “agricultural.” Thé great 
manufactures of Belfast and its surround- 
ing districts have been so- much ‘in’ the 
public eye during the last quarter of a 
century that people are apt to forget a 
fact of which Mr. Pollock reminded them 
yesterday—namely, that Northern Ireland's 
staple industry continues to be agriculture. 
Tk» interest of the North in the cattle 
trade, the egg and butter trade and the 
potato trade is just as keen as that of the 
Free State; and all ‘the disadvantages 
from which the Southern, farmers have 
been suffering since the war have been 
felt in equal measure by their fellows in 
Northern Ireland. Abnormal freights, as 
Mr. Pollock pointed out, have been a for- 
midable stumbling-block in the Northern 
farmer's way. Eggs can be sent more 
cheaply from China than from Ballymoney 
to London, and New Zealand butter can 
“be bought ‘more cheaply. in Belfast than 
Irish butter. Farmers must contend with 
precisely the same condition of affairs in 
the South, where oppressive freighte have 
been giving to Danish, Dutch and Dominion 
produce a- gratuitous advantage over Irish 
exports. We are glad to note that all 
the cross-Channel carrying companies have 
decided to reduce their charges at the be- 
ginning of next month to the level at 
which they stood last September. 

The reduction of freights will help North 
and South alike; but, of course, it will 
not solve their problem. There are still 
-45,000 unemployed in Northern Ireland 
and very nearly the same number in the 
South. 
over-populated, and, therefore, something 
is radically wrong with economic condi- 
tions. Mr, Pollock blames the high cost 
of production in conjunction with the 
unequal distribution of wages throughout 
the ranks of organised Labour. A Belfast 
fitter gets 50s. a week, while the man who 
bakes his bread or sells him bacon may 
get as much as £5 or £6 a week. We 
have the same difficulty in the. Free State. 
The so-called sheltered trades have taken 
good care to maintain wages at a totally 
uneconomic level, with the result that the 
whole wage system is lop-sided and bears 
no true relation to the economic position 
of industry. Despite all these dis- 
advantages, ; however, Northern Ireland 
under: Sir .James Craig's Govern- 
ment has done excellent work. The 
trade figures are extremely _ interest- 
ing. ‘During the Jast calendar year 
Britain, including Northern Ireland, ex- 
ported goods ‘to the total value of 
£936,000,000, ' as against imports of 
£1,280,000,000, . finishing the year . with 
an adverse balance of £340,000,000. The 
figures for last year are not yet avail- 
able in the case of Northern Ireland, but 
in 1923. its exports totalled £67,000,000, 
whereas its imports were only £66,000,000 ; 
and Mr, Pollock declares that, on the 
balance of “invisible” exports and im- 
ports, it had a further £2,000,000 to its 
credit. 

At present, unfortunately, the Free 
State has a heavy trade deficit ; but strict 
comparison would not’ be fair. We have

the Line lost, £1,171,000 in 1921-22 and 
£1,626,000 in the following year, and that 
the total of the working losses and the 
amount. written off since 1921 reaches more 
than eleven millions.

Working costs mounted; Labour 
gave the minimum of output for the 
marimum of wages and ships were allowed 
to lie idle for long periods. ' The Common- 
wealth Government has discovered at a 
vast expense the truth that, in a world 
of the keenest competition, a big business 
can flourish only on the foundation of 
private care and energy. The Times notes,. 
as.a rather disturbing coincidence, the 
fact that at the moment when one 
Dominion has abandoned the policy of 
shipping subsidies another proposes to 
adopt it. The Government of Canada is 
preparing to subsidise shipping interests 
tothe extent of £275,000; with the object 
of compelling a reduction of the North 
Atlantic freight rates. These, according 
to the report which it has received from 
Mr. Preston, are kept at an unduly high 
pitch by the operations of “the North 
Atlantic Steamship Combine.”’ The Trans- 


‘atlantic shipping lines deny indignantly 


the existence of any such “combine.” 
They court the fullest inquiry by the 
Imperial Shipping Committee, and their 
demand is supported by the President of 
the Beard of Trade.

France’s Man-Power.

that within the life-time of another 
generation Germany will have the 
numerical advantage by no less than 
three to one. In these circumstances 
France suffers increasing difficulty in 
maintaining a military standing propor- 
tionate to her illustrious position among 
the nations.. Lieutenant-Colonel Reping- 
ton, writing in the Daily Telegraph on 
the: remodelling of the French Army, 
declates that the one-year service de- 
manded by the war-weary race has made 
the. maintenance of an effective fighting 
force exceedingly difficult. Under ‘this 
system the dwindling of the population 
would bring about the steady enfeeble- 
ment of the fighting arm. It would 
appear, therefore, that France has no 
means of upholding her present army of 
nearly 700,000 officers and men save by 
reversion to the maintenance of an armée 
de métier, The French -people, who have 
been citizen soldiers since the Revolution, 
are reluctant to adopt this: professional 
army, which would be—so they imagine, 
knowing their own ‘history—a standing 
menace to the Constitution. Fearing a 
coup d'état, they wish to remain a nation 
trained to arms. For the swelling of their 
battalions they rely on their coloured 
troops. The French nation to-day numbers 
100,000,000 souls; but of these no fewer 
than 60,000,000 are coloured citizens, 
living in Africa. The black auxiliary 
may serve his turn in the occupying of 
unarmed German territories, but he 
‘cannot replace white armies. If ever 
France rénders him as efficient as a white 
man, he will refuse to remain the white 
man’s subject.
